TEHRAN, Aug. 11 — 
— Iran’s 
senate, in a complete about face, 
Monday voted Premier Mohammed 
^ Mossadegh authority to govern the 
country for the next six months as 
he sees fit. 
The upper house gave final ap­ 
proval to the sweeping grant of 
power which on Saturday it had 
refused to adopt. 
The Majlis (lower house) already 
had approved the measure, which 
now is enacted into law. It gives 
the premier the right to govern by 
• decree in nearly every phase of 
Iranian life. 
The Senate, after refusing the fi­ 
nal action on Saturday, had sent a 
delegation to the aged nationalist 
leader asking for more informa­ 
tion about his plans and asking also 
that he modify his demand for 
power.

Ohio Corn, Soybean 
Yields To Be Hiked 


COLUMBUS, Aug. ll_iffv_Week : 
end rain saved Ohio farmers mil­ 
lions of dollars in threatened crop 
losses, 
an agriculture economist 
estimates. 
Prof. • J. I. Falconer of 
Ohio 
State University said S u n d a y 
rainfall which measured as mych 
as an inch in some sections saved 
major portions of the

corn and soybean crops. 
Falconer added that nearly nor­ 
mal rainfall fro»«, now until mid- 
September should bring “ reason­ 
ably good" crops. 
Falconer estimated the lack of 
normal rain since July 1 has cut 
expected yields of corn and s o y ­ 
beans by more than a bushel per 
acre.

Munich Hears Story 
Of How John Hvasta 
Makes Jan. 2 Break 


MUNICH, Germany, Aug. 11—UR 
—A Czech refugee said

John Hvasta, an American, esca{>> 
ed with him and four other prison­ 
ers last Jan. 2 from a Czech prison 
where Hvasta was serving « 10- 
year sentence as a spy. 
The refugee's story supported 
an official Czech announcement 
of Aug. 8 that Hvasta escaped 
Jan. 2 and that his whereabouts 
since are unknown. 
The story of the escape was told 
in an interview by Jaroslav Burec. 
Burec said “four prominent po­ 
litical prisoners” fled at the same 
time as himself and Hvasta, but 
he did not name them. 
He identified the prison as one 
at Leopoldov, 30 miles northeast of 
Bratislava, where only prominent 
prisoners or those considered espe­ 
cially dangerous were held. 
Here is Burec's account: 
The six fugitives slipped out un­ 
noticed by guards, late in the after­ 
noon. They parted into two groups 
of three at a river twm miles away.

WINDFALL FOR VETS 
UNDER THE provisions of a 
new law 
signed by Président Trum an several mil­ 
lion veterans who served in 
the armed 
forces during the past two years are eligi­ 
ble to receive a windfall worth anywhere 
from $100 up to $300. Those who do not 
know about it will just be out of luck, for 
no concerted effort is being made by the 
government to hold each individual vet 
down and shove the money in his pocket. 
Eligibility depends upon whether a young 
m an or woman served following the out­ 
break of the Korean fighting on June *26, 
1950. Anyone serving less than 60 days fol­ 
lowing that date may receive $100; 
more 
than 60 days, $200; more than 60 days and 
outside the continental limits, $300. 
Other provisions of the act make it possi­ 
ble for unemployed veterans to receive 
federal assistance of $26 a week for 26 
weeks. However, this provision does not 
become effective until October 1. 
In the main these lump sum payments 
duplicate the mustering-out 
pay granted 
under the World War II GI Bill of Rights. 
Many of the provisions of the new bill, par­ 
ticularly those having to do with education 
payments, have been tightened, making 
them less open to some of the abuses which 
have been brought to public attention. 


HC OF TV 
TELEVISION AND radio coverage of the 
two national political conventions was un­ 
profitable for the networks, which have 
just announced they went in the hole ap­ 
proximately $3,500,000. Total cost was $11,- 
500,000, revenue $8,000,000. 
A principal item of loss was the cancella­ 
tion of regular programs to provide time 
for the almost continuous broadcasts from 
the conventions. 
Much has been learned from the first 
m ajor experience in television. It was dis­ 
covered television costs twice as much as 
radio, television accounting for two-thirds 
of convention coverage expense, and radio 
the balance. 
Television technique may be improved as 
a result of experienced gained from the 
conventions. Possibilities of television have 
not been fully exploited. Sights and sounds 
from all over the world will ultimately be 
available for all who care, unless the cost 
is prohibitive. It seems certain tjiat televi­ 
sion has become a necessary coverage of 
national political conventions. 


My father was an immigrant from Bialy- 
stok which was then in Russian Poland. I 
thought of that the other day when I re­ 
ceived a pamphlet from our park depart­ 
ment in New York with illustrations show­ 
ing how they had Beautified Battery Park. 
That was the first bit of America that my 
j father saw when he landed on these shores 
from a steerage boat. 
1 
In his day, an old fortress there was call- 
| ed “Castle G arden,” and the immigrants 
passed through it in 
hordes. 
That 
was 
when this country was in need of popula­ 
tion and encouraged those who were hun- 
I gry or frightened to come to America. 
The most fantastic stories were told in 
Europe about the United States. To the im­ 
migrants, t such as my father, it was a 
‘‘goldene m edina” —a “ kingdom of gold.” 
And literally, it was such, for while they 
lived in slums and worked unbelievably 
hard, their plight was better than anything 
they had known in the old country. And that 
is why they cam e here. 
My father was a refugee from a pogrom. 
He ran away from social, 
economic and 
spiritual deprivation. He wanted 
to wor­ 
ship God according to the traditions of his 
ancestors. He was a devotedly religious 
man, steeped in the lore of his faith, incap­ 
able of understanding life without it. Bread 
one could earn anywhere; liberty was hard 
to come by in his day. 
Millions came, as he did, to build a new 
life in this country. I was brought up in this 
environment of hopeful people. They found 
life tough, particularly the adjustments of 
language and customs. And they suffered 
heartaches as their children moved away 
from them spiritually in the assimilative 
processes then catalyzing the sons and 
daughters of immigrants into Americans. 
All of us were at least bi-lingual then. We 
spoke what was called, the mother tongue, 
Yiddish, Russian, Polish, Italian, German, 
and what not. And we also spoke English, 
which our parents did not know, but which 
we got in the public schools and on the side­ 
walks. And there, too. we learned about the 
United States, its customs, its traditions, 
its institutions. 


The children of those immigrants, first 
generation Americans, were 
jealous 
of 
their privileges. They were reared to re­ 
gard the United States as a Promised Land. 
They were inspired in the schools to patrio­ 
tic fervor. They were intolerant of anyone 
who even suggested that any other country 
could be equal to the United States. This 
was their country. 


In later years, when times were better 
and young people went through school and 
college without hardship, when the third 
generation was living on the fat stored by 
their immigrant ancestors, they could not 
quite grasp the intensity of the emotions of 
the immigrants of the period between 1848 
and 1890 for this country. The new genera­ 
tion were complainers; nothing was good 
enough for them. But the old folks, they 
knew where they cam e from and why and 
they were thankful.

The children of those immigrants, first

They wrere inspired in the schools to patrio­ 
tic fervor. They were intolerant of anyone 
who even suggested that any other country 
could be equal to the United States.

Operation Aids Some Women 
Once Surgically Sterilized 


By HERMAN N. BUNDISIN, M.D. 
FREQUENTLY I receive letters 
asking whether a woman who has 
once been sterilized can ever con­ 
ceive a child again. My usual an­ 
swer is that if the sterilization has 
been performed properly, as a 
rule she cannot conceive again. 
However, it frequently occurs 
that a woman who, for various 
reasons, was sterilized, decides 
later that she wishes to have 
more children. The surgeon who 
is asked to correct this situation I 
Is faced with a difficult problem. 
Usually Permanent 
During a sterilization opera­ 
tion, the tubes joining the ovaries 
and the womb are tied and cut. 
This prevents any ovum—the liv­ 
ing cell which can develop into 
a child—from passing into the 
womb. Cutting and tying the 
tubes in this way is usually fairly 
permanent, and much scar tissue 
may form around them to pre­ 
vent their further use In bearing 
children. 
Lately, 
however, with more 
careful and perfected surgical 
methods, an operation has actu­ 
ally restored the cut and tied 
tubes to their normal function. 
This is done by cutting the tied 
portion and joining the ends 
carefully together. 
Recently, this procedure was 


followed In the case of a mother 
who was sterilized a number of 
years previously. Following her 
operation, this woman delivered 
two normal children, proving 
that a person once sterilized is 
not always permanently barred 
from pregnancy. 


Operation May Fail 
Nevertheless, anyone consider­ 
ing sterilization should realize 
the full consequences of the op­ 
eration; that is, it is designed to 
prevent the bearing of children 
again under any circumstances. 
A later operation to undo sterili­ 
zation is very delicate and can 
easily fail. 
New hope, however, has been 
offered to those women who have 
been sterilized and who later wish 
to correct the situation. 


QUE8T10NS AND ANSWERS 
A. D.: I have a severe duodenal 
ulcer which has bled on four oc­ 
casions. I am 44 years old. Is 
surgery necessary? 
Answer; 
In your particular 
case, since you have had four 
episodes of bleeding and have not 
responded too well to the medical 
management of your ulcer, sur­ 
gery would probably be the best 
choice for you in the treatment 
of the ulcer, so as to avoid further 
complications.

My father, never learned 
Eng­ 
lish. He lived in a ghetto atmos­ 
phere by choice. He preferred to be 
among his own kind and regarded 
it as a privilege to be able to do 
that without fear. His greatest joy 
was the free practise of his religion 
without danger or shame or humil­ 
iation. Yet, he voted in every elec­ 
tion and devoted himself to an un 
derstanding of the issues and the 
personalities about which he read 
in the Yiddish newspapers which 
then flourished as excellent journ­ 
als. He was an independent in poli­ 
tics, as were so many immigrants 
like himself. That was 
before the 
politicians welded them into politi­ 
cal blocs. 
I am sure that no immigrant jn 
those days ever thought of himself 


as being part of a minority. They 
would not have 
known 
what it 
meant. They were Americans. To 
have called my father “ a minori­ 
ty,” would have been as insulting 
as to call him a sheenie. He had 
run aw ay from 
Europe 
because 
there he was part of a minority; he 
came here because in America all 
people were Americans, all be­ 
longed to the 
same nation; 
all 
were equal in the eyes of the gov­ 
ernm ent. My father, the rabbi, and 
Father Louis, the priest, our neigh­ 
bor and friend, we were 
all the 
same kind of people only we wor­ 
shipped the same G ri differently 
That he 
could 
understand—but 
, minority, pfui, that would have re­ 
minded him of the old 
country.

FREQUENTLY I receive letters 
asking whether a woman who has 
once been sterilized can ever con­ 
ceive a child again. My usual an­ 
swer is that if the sterilization has 
been performed properly, as a 
rule she cannot conceive again. 
However, it frequently occurs 
that a woman who, for various 
reasons, was sterilized, decides 
later th a t she wishes to have 
more children. The surgeon who 
is asked to correct this situation 
is faced with a difficult problem. 


Usually Permanent 
During a sterilization opera­ 
tion, the tubes joining the ovaries 
and the womb are tied and cut. 
This prevents any ovum—-the liv­ 
ing cell which can develop into 
a child—from passing into the 
womb. Cutting and tying the 
tubes in this way is usually fairly 
permanent, and much scar tissue 
may form around them to pre­ 
vent their further use in bearing 
children. 
Lately, however, with 
more 
careful and perfected surgical 
methods, an operation has actu­ 
ally restored the cut and tied 
tubes to their normal function. 
This is done by cutting the tied 
portion and Joining the ends 
carefully together.

My father, never learned

followed In the case of a mother 
who was sterilized a number of 
years previously. Following her 
operation, this woman delivered 
two normal children, proving 
that a person once sterilized is 
not always permanently barred 
from pregnancy. 


Operation May Fail 
Nevertheless, anyone consider­ 
ing sterilization should realize 
the full consequences of the op­ 
eration; that is, it Is designed to 
prevent the bearing of children 
again under any circumstances. 
A later operation to undo sterili­ 
zation is very delicate and can 
easily fail. 
New hope, however, has been 
offered to those women who have 
been sterilized and who later wish 
to correct the situation. 
QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
A. D.: I have a severe duodenal 
ulcer which has bled on four oc­ 
casions. I am 44 years old. Is 
surgery necessary? 
Answer: 
In your

case, since you have had four
